And,  of  course,  among 
full  mouths  and  matching  mugs  was  a  redheaded  host  asking  if  everything  was  fine.  One  fellow  said  it 
wasn't.  Charlie  suggested  he  change  religious  denomination  and  drink  more.  Drowning  out  the 
laughter  were  the  merry  minstrels  of  mirth  and  some  nut  wishing  he  were  Hargrove.  I  had  seen  this  guy 
before  but  I  wasn't  sure  exactly  where.  It  was  either  Laplace  Dragway  or  1 0th  floor  of  Confederate.  The 
show,  no,  the  tribute  that  followed  was  excellent  and  made  me  feel  good.  And  I  saw  the  faces  of  those  in 
high  places,  upon  whose  faces  it  is  forbidden  to  look,  and  they  smiled  and  rejoiced.  Great  was  their  joy 
in  knowing  that  so  few  had  given  their  time  to  express  the  thanks  and  pride  of  so  many.  And  so  great 
was  their  appreciation  that  everyone  present,  over  three  hundred  in  all,  were  filled  with  pride,  and  that 
which  was  in  excess  was  gathered  and  filled  three  other  classes.

My  First  Day  on  the  Wards 

My  first  day  on  the  wards,  I  learned  about  THE  CHART.  The  Chart  is  real  important.  If  you  didn't  write  on  The  Chart, 
then  you  weren't  at  the  hospital.

My  resident  said  he  was  stone  cold.deaf .  Then  he  told  me  to  ta^ke  a  history..  I  tried,  but  the  man  wouldn't  talk  to  me. 'He 
just  vomited.  So  I  wrote  on  The  Chart. 

My  fifth  day  on  the  ward,  they  made  me  go  to  Comp  Care.  Comp  Care  is  where  people  go  when  they're  just  a  little  bit 
sick.  Dr.  Henry  —  he's  a  nice  man  —  Dr.  Henry  told  me  that  I  was  supposed  to  get  a  senior,  a  preceptor  and  an 
encounter  record.  I  didn't  know  what  any  of  those  words  meant,  but  that  was  O.K.,  because  none  of  them  were  there. 
Instead,  a  lady  .came  with  her  tiny  baby.  She  asked  me  to  look  at  her  baby.  I  did,  and  I  told  her  that  the  baby  looked  just 
fine. 

She  smiled  and  said  I  was  a  good  doctor.  Then  she  went  home. 

I  went  home,  too.
